It is time that the great American 
vice of misappropriating titles should 

come to an end. Several principals 

oi Deaf-Mute Institutions have me 

title of "Dr." attached lo their names, 
who never studied medicine, new r al 
tended a medical College, never reeeiv 
ed a medical diploma. 1 know ol two 
or three principals who are dabbed 
"Dr." and have no diploma to show that 
they ever studied medicine, or .at, 

tended a medicoj college. You might, 
appropriate the same title to several 
prominent deaf-mutee in the same 

manner, as well us the title, of "Hev. " 
and "Prof." 

There is an American habit of at- 
taching military or Judical titles to 
persons who are neither in the army, 

nor on the bench. There are few 
things more incongruous than the U 

ion of generals and Judges in 
places arid under circumstances where 

they would not be expected to appear. 

In the various departments at Wash 
ingtOfl city, almost every one, is dubb 

neral, brigadier, colonel, major, 

lieutenant, etc.. They have no com 
,ns to show that they are entitled 
to any rank. Here and there are 
mora," judges, {,'enerals, etc., 
who never governed a State, or sat on 
the judicial bench, or commanded $ 
Squad of men holding first or second 
class clerkships. The ridiculous COS 
tout pervades all classes of society. It 
is rather a national tharf asocial weak 

ness. Often newspaper reports of us 
portent law oases, is next to impossi- 
ble to understand who it is that is 
adminstratingi or who are attempting 
to mislead justice. Both parties in 
the ea e, whether, civil or 'criminal, 
tated in the same pompous 

manner. We can reoollecl when 

I heri! were generals, and colonels 

occupying eonviete' cells in the Mis 

sou ri Penitentiary in conn 
with famous whiskey frauds. For 
the interests of all, there should be 
a change in this absurd custom. 
Why should the high sense of honor 
which is characteristic of army officers 

I to thousands of i ir< 
sible persons throughout the country 

who wear titles to which they have 
no right ; and why should our judi 
ciary be, lowered to the level of at- 
t .rneys or pettifoggers.
